This plant with its two huge 
Corliss engines furnishes the power to 
make light, heat and ice for the building.

There has been no interruption of the 
gathering of crops by weather condl- 
tions for tne past week. The cotton 
goods division of the dry goods trade 
has been strong, and buyers are still 
anxioug to secure supplies at practically 
the asking price by sellers. Receipts to 
date 4,436,794 bales, against 5,145,128 
last year. Spinners’ taking 601,456, 
against 645,652; world’s visible supply of 
American 3,497,257, against 3,163,985. 
Price of middling cotton in New York 
11.15 against |0 cents; exports to date 
2,013,151, ‘against 2,607,618. Should the 
ginners’ report exceed 8,000,000 bales and 
suggest a crop of about !1,000,000, there 
is, in our opinion, no apparent reason 
for a serious decline from this level.

COTTON—The market during the past 
week has been.an excellent traders’ mar- 
ket, but very erratic at ail times. The 
sentiment on the floor has been bullish, 
but the bear leader and his followers 
have issueq large crop estimates from 
time to time, which has done much to 
disperse this bullish feeling. There has 
been a@ great deal of heavy hammering 
of prices, but on every break ‘bull sup 
port has been well organized and the mar- 
ket would rally accordingly. One of the 
most important crop estimates of the 
week wis that given out by Mr, Neal, 
indicating a yield of 11,500,000 bales. We 
do not believe this report, however, to 
have been based on facts, and it should 
not have received the credence that 
did. He shows the production per acre 
in the Atlantke group as 226 pounds for 
1904, when, as a matter of fact, it was 
only 208 pounds per acre. Reduce this to 
10 per cent on account Of short produc- 
tion this year, and it will leave i8& 
pounds. Reports from reliable sources 
@s to Texag ang Indian Territory state 
that the production per acre for that sec- 
tion wil) not average over i65 pounds. 
This would give a yield of 2,750,000 
bales as compared with Mr. Neal's esti- 
mate of 3,540,000. In the Other gulf 
states it is pretty generally conceded that 
3,000,000 baies wilil be the maximum ,iig- 
ure for thelr production. A yielg of 188 
pounds per acre in the Atlantic states 
will indicate a crop of 4,380,000 bales, 
which, summed up, Makes a total] of |0,- 
180,000. The southern spot markets 
have sbown wonderful resistance in the 
face of the weakness in futures, and ef- 
forts to demoralize spot holders have so 
far proved ineffectual. The president of 
the Southern Cotton Association reports 
that the proposition to tie up 3,000,000 
bales of cotton for ninety days or longer 
has been most enthusiastically received 
by the farmers, merchants, bankers, and 
the press of the svuth, and that tele- 
grams and letters are coming in from al) 
sections of the south asKing for pledge 
blanks, and promising loyalty to the 
movement. The reports indicate that this 
crop has been gathered, ginned, and solq 
more rapidly than any previous crop of 
corresponding acreage, and that the 
fields are generally bare of cotton. It 
is pointeg out by the bear leaders that 
should the report issueq by the govern- 
ment on Tuesday show the ginning up to 
November 15 to be as high as 8,000,000 
bales, this will indicate a crop of at 
11,000,000. For this reason it its 
probable that the coming report will hai¥e 
a slightly bearish influence on the pases tf 
ket, but it ig our opinion that cotton pur- 
chased on the break, if {t occurs, will 
prove very profitable, as we Delieve at 
least 80 per cent of the crop has been 
ginned, and probably 90 per cent.

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, November. #8:—The New 
York Financier says: 
“The expectations that last week’s of- 


ficial statement of the New York asso- | 


clated banks would show a restoration 
of the surplus reserve was realized. Be- 
cause of large ‘contractions of ioans, 
which contributed to a reduction in de- 
posits, and hence in reserve requirements, 
the surplus was increased by an amount 
sufficient to restore it very nearly to 
the sum which was recorded a fortnight 
ago. The reduction in loans last week 
was $27,204,200, making a total of $41,- 
188,800 since November 4 The con- 
traction was effected ohiefiy through 
calls or liquidation of collatera] loans, 
which liquidation was the principal cause 
for 
valled early last week. The cash re- 
serve was decreased by $1,968,500 net. 
The deposits were reduced $29,249,800, 
which was only $77,100 greater than the 
Sum of the decrease in loans plus the 
loss of cash; therefore the statement 
made a good proof. The required re- 


serve of 25 per cent against general de- | 


posits decreased $7,312,450, deducting 
from which the loss of cash, as above, 
made an increase of $5,343,950 In the 
surplus reserve to $2,915,150, against a 
deficiency in the previous week of $2,- 
428,800, Computed upon basis of de- 
posits, less those of .-.,568,100 public 
funds, the surplus is $5,057,175. It Is 
noteworthy that the deposits were last 
week reduced below one billion for the 
first time since January 23, 1904; also 
that the cash reserve is at the lowest 
of the year, as likewise are the loans. 
It geems probable that the cash item 
was last week made up on rising aver- 
ages, for, after the middle of the week 
considerable sums were received from the 
interior and from Canada. Loans were, 
however, probably greater than those 
shown by the average, there having 
been lfberal loaning by the banks while 
money rates were declining. The daily 
average of bank clearings during ine 
week were $360,000,000, against $382,- 
000,000 in the previous week. Clearings 
on Saturday, reflecting Friday's business, 
were $364,835,!175. Comparisons of loans 
show thet fen banks reduced this item 
by $22,800,000; six institutions lost $2,- 
000.000 cash and gains by one bank 
nearly offset losses by the others,
